Tho notorious despatch Iroin Hue de 
la Paix lius circulated throughout tuu 
iougtu aud biouuth oi Uio Juud, ami 
tue universal indignation it has 
aroUHud iu boih Colonies should put 
that maudlin bjoo-j hunt tho Columbian 
to the blush, it uu blood dues not 
ourdle in iho cii'oit. JSot ouly does 
the unqualiiiod ooutleinuulion ot Gov- 
eruor beyniour's ialuu and maiicioub 
Ktutemouta resound lroni town to 861- 
Ueineut, aud irom bouloinout to rains 
iugoamp, but out ot the six newripu- 
perB published iu tbo two Colonic 
but one is louud willing to toady the 
autboi of lht,ao l.bels, because bu 
happens to bo a Governor. For Biuistoi 
motives tbat arc degrading to tbe iu« 
togmy otiudeyoudent journalism, tbat 
paper presumes to palliate tbe per- 
version Oi tbo trulb— tbo utterance oi 
tueglariug 1'alsehoodB, of which an oili- 
oer of tbo Crown, wbo like Ctosar'b 
wife sbould bo above suspicion, has 
been clearly shown to bo guilty. 
Wo care not for Governor tieyniour 
although wo rospect tbe position be 
bo unworthily occupies, una in spite 
of tbe railings ot our contemporary 
against "the outpouring of filthy Bil- 
lingsgate upon tbo devoted bead ol 
its excellontand popular governor, and 
stigmatizing bim as everything but u 
gentttman for merely telling the truth, 
unmasking intrigue, aud defeating chica- 
nery" wo leel it our duty to expose 
this truth-telling Governor wbo, at 
tho expense of bis own reputation has 
sought to intlict an irropurablo injury 
upon us. On previous occasions we 
have' referred to portions of tbo des- 
patch tbat boro inoro immediately 
upon this Colony ; but what says the 
Pacific Tribune published at Yalo, the 
lirat and most important towu above 
Kew Westminster in reference to some 
of tho statements about -British Col- 
umbia ? In the issuo of that journal 
of the 24th, Governor Seymour is 
charged with practising downright de- 
ception upon Mr Card well iu concealing 
the operation of the new tariff of 18G5, 
which ended so disastrously to the 
mercantile interests ot the country 
Tho statements as to tho '• great pro- 
gross going on in .New Westminster,'' 
the erection of "bousos aud wharves" 
"clearing and fencing" tho investment 
in land near tho Capital, "by the 
minors, tbo bone and sinew of the 
oountry" and the "systematic col 
onizatiun of tho lower Fraser," 
are fitly exposed w to ridicule, 
and the writer weil asks, " is it possi- 
ble for statements to he more opposed 
to tho truth." Tbo grand trail from 
Hope to Kootonay, " tho highway to 
the Hudson Bay Territory beyond tbe 
.Rocky Mountains, which enables the 
merchants of .New Westminster (1 !j to 
undersoil those of Lowiston and Walla 
Walla at tho now diggings II" is noxt 
Bhowu up in tbo,maguitudo of its ab- 
surdity, and tbo query is put, wbother 
"human imagination could soar into 
the etborial to such an extent as this ?" 
and after giving tbo convorso, tbo 
editor sums up his opinion, thus: 
"nothing, nothing, nothing on the 
part ot Governor Seymour Dut misre- 
presentation and concealment of facts. 
How deplorablo I" After some further 
refutations tbe article procoeds to say: 
" It will bo uunocosBary for us to offer 
any goneral observations on tho 
monstrous perversion of facts, oi 
which wo are dooply pained to say, 
Gavornor Seymour has boon guilty in 
his commauieaiion to tho Sccrotary of 
State. Wo writo in tho Colony, 
whore every ono has as good an op 
portunity as oursolvos of judging of 
Mr Seymour's voracity, and what 
amount of dopendonco can bo placed 
upon his extraordinary assertions rei 
garding tho prosperity of tho country. 
"Wo would remark, howovor, tbat wo 
nave not mot a single individual in tho 
whole community — not even a New 
"WoBtminster man — who does not ro- 
grot with us that a public offioor, oc- 
cupying tho oxaltod position of Gov- 
ornor Soymour, should havo lent him- 
aolf under any circumstances, or for 
any purposo, to a deception upon tho 
Seorotary of Stato liko that of whioh 
the dospatch from tho "Rue do la 
Paix " provos His Excellency guilty 
beyond all manner of doubt or Hi«. 
puto." This languago is bold, but it 
refloots tho opinions of all unpreju- 
diced and sensible men in tho other 
Colony outsido of Now Westminster, 
who will nlao givo their unqualified 
assent to tho conclusions drawn.

So much for ono British Columbian 
journal: but what of tbo otbor, tho 
truthful and indopondont littlo organ 
of tho mining distriots of Cariboo ? 
That paper spoaking of tho dospatch, 
says : 

"The remarkable document addressed by 
His Excellency to Mr Seoretnry Cardwell, 
is likely to be productive of lasting renown 
to Governor Seyruour. The press ot boih 
Colonies (wilh one exception) teema wilb 
appreciative criticism, llow proud must be 
our Governor, he bus at last made himself 
mmuusl Tbo despatches of the Duke of 
Wellington pale before this celebrated pro- 
duction. If thero could be an exception to 
ihe goneral opinion, our readers know whore 
10 find it. The British Columbian has not 
lorgotten its well earned repute, and it Blonds 
ulune in its absurdity; we cannot then bo 
surprised that its views in relation to Govcr 
nor Seymour's dispatch, are all its own." 

The Sentinel charges Gov. Soymour 
with having in view tho solo object ot 
showing how much he and hia host of 
officials have done for tho country j of 
shutting his ears and eyes to the 
voicoof tho pooplo and thoir incroas 
ing efforts to awakon tho Governmout 
to a sonso of its duty. Heavy taxa- 
tion, mal-adrninhtration of tho law, 
imposts proventing immigration, and 
numorous other grievances of tbo 
people, aro not worthy of notice; 
but an arrogant self-sufficiency char, 
notorizes tho wholo composition, and 
tho art with which the despatch is got 
up would docrodit to a vendor of pa- 
tent modicinos. 

Tho falsity of tho statements con- 
tained in sections 4, 5, 6, 13, 15, 16, 20 
and otbor clauBos of the dospatfd), are 
modestly but vividly exposed, and after 
a well merited robuko, it concludes 
by observing tbat" the way in which 
Govornor Soymour attempts to Bboltor 
himself and bis official retinue from all 
blamo by throwing it on somebody 
olso, whether Viotorians or their 
agents, is somothing very clevor but 
not very creditable. Can anything 
further bo needed to sustain tho viewB 
wo havo taken on tho in-famous dos- 
patch ? Does it signify that an un- 
principled contemporary personally 
intorosted in upholding tbo nefarious 
designs of Govornor Seymour sbould 
call his despatches "truthful and pro- 
found!" "an unvarnished Btatcment 
of tho caso ?" Or that it retorts upun 
a naturally indignant press for re- 
echoing tbo sentimonts of tho peoplo 
with such choice phraaos as "raving 
maniacs;" "ravings of despair;" 
"raving idiots;" imbecile bosh, and 
oontomptible JgaBConadej" "frothy 
pretensions;" " impotent rago ;" "rav- 
ing and hollowing liko a footpad ;" 
" spowiug out tboir fury " etc. 
Squirting water on a duck's back is no 
doubt a very ontortaining pastime, 
and in this warm wcalbor wo shall 
not object to tbo refrigerating process 
through a gooso quill, but while our 
ootomporary is content to array itself 
against tho outiro voico of tho coun 
try — wo aro willing to allow it to re- 
vel in tbo public odium it baa drawn on 
itself, and we fool some satisfaction in 
tho reflection that tho other journals 
of tbo sister Colony aro not disposod 
to lend themsolves to what is palpably 
wrong and unjust, if not positively 
wicked. In tbo meantime, wo rejoico 
to hoar that tbo Chamber of Com- 
merce is preparing a rejoinder to Gov- 
ornor Seymour's misstatoments re- 
specting their resolutions, that will 
eauso the distinguished libeller to bito 
his lips.

Batty, the Lion-Tamer-— Terrible 
Scenes in the Cages. 

[Paris Correspondent of tho Boston Post.] 
Bally is the Van Amburg of the day, and 
just now the popular favorite. He is none 
the less so from ibe fael that a few evenings 
since he nearly fell a victim lo the carnal ap- 
petites of his subjects. In this case the old 
lioraiioii auxiom, " coolum no.i animum mu- 
tant qui transcununt marc' 1 eame nigh to 
having fresh illustration. Butty's liotia came 
lrom Africa, and the passage ol the Medit- 
erranean seems to have had upon them no 
more effect than it did upon the poet him- 
self, It was pretlv obvious that they saw 
but little different between the Chumps 
Ely-sees and their own native jungle. In 
sooth they are lor tho most part an ill-reg- 
ulated animal, and have no more scruples 
about making short work of a Christian 
to-duy than did his ancestors ir. 'he Coliseum 
ages ago. They are apt to run at rash con- 
clusions, especially when they are hungry, 
ami not given to make nice distinctions 
unless Ihey aro enforced with a strong arm. 
Hatty's managerie contains five of tnese 
animals, all hilly grown, and from six to 
eight years old. They preserve their teeth 
aud claw3 untouched, and are nearly us 
fierce as when caught. It has been the 
habit of their master to enter tho cage in a 
Hungarian custom, and show his complete 
control of them in every wiy th.it his iogenu 
ily has been able to devise. With many 
growls and much gnashing ol iheir ihelh, 
they do oil he requires of them, and submit 
to a thovsand indignities. They jaiva are 
violently wrenched apart and rudely slumped 
together. Ihey uro taken up and thrown 
down by his gigantic Btrength like bales of 
merchandise. Pistols and fireworks are let 
off under their noses, and at a given signal they 
leap in succession over their master's head 
lrom one end of the cago to the olher. 
the lions in a rage. 
LaBt Sunday a violent thunder storm 
burst over Paris. My apartment overlooks 
the Cirque del' Imperatries in Chumps Ely- 
sees, where the lions are kepi; and tho scone 
for a short space wus indescribably grand. 
The air was full of electricity, and under its 
influence these animals, as is always the cas.i. 
became fearfully excited. They run lo and 
Iro in fierce and ungovernable rage. They 
lashed their flunks with their tails in passion 
ate vehemence. Placing their mouths to the 
ground, they roared in mingled rage and 
terror. Their eyes dilated and sonmed to 
flash forth the lighiuingB of ibe tempest that 
noted wiibiu them. Without, the roarings 
of the lions wore answered by the howls ol 
the blast and the loud crash of tho thunder. 
With these, at inter vuls, where mingled Iho 
neighings of a hunched frightened horses in 
iho stables of the circos. Gusts of wind 
sweet down the broad avenue and bowed 
the lofty trees. Tbe rain descendol iu tori- 
eul3. The people fled before Iho demon of 
the storm, For a few minutes the whole 
vicinity appeared to give up to the furies of 
of elemental warfare, Scarce had the 
muttering thunders died away in distant 
reverberations when the time drow near for 
Batty's advent among his lions. As ho 
came in sight they hailed him with boist- 
erous uproar. Standing upright against the 
bars of their cage, they grappled them in 
their ruga and gnashed at him with their 
teeth. A man of iron nerves could hardly 
have looked upon them with calmness, Had 
his body been made of steel, ho would hardly 
dared to trust himself among Ilium. But 
Batty did not quail. At a bound he loapod 
into tho cage, despising all hesitation, lis 
iron donr he slammed alter him with a loud 
clung. To us who looked on it seemed the 
gale of a sepulchre. Ilia subjects glared at 
him as if they would instantly devour him. 
For a moment ho returned their glare and 
looked steadily into tho eyes of each. They 
could not bear Ihu tost. One by one they 
cowed before him and slunk away, con- 
science of ttieir helplessness. Again mind 
triumphed over the rude dictates ol instinct, 
and mau the lord and master, lowered in Ins 
pride of place. 

batty's coolness in peril. 
The exhibition proceeded, and again the 
lion seemed po werless to relist his commands, 
At length a lioness who had been ordered to 
leap over his head failed iu the effort, Ap 
parently miscalculating thu distance or her 
oj»A strength she struck lull upon the bead 
uii^shuuhlors of her master. H'-'r weight 
bore him to thu ground, Tho lion whoso 
turn Was lo lollow had she succeeded, threw 
himself on the struggling group, theatre rose 
in a body ; the women with nvertod eyes 
fled shrieking from Iho house , loud crioi 
a;ose in all directions. "Amu I" ''Assez!'' 
" Ven est fini I" Quelle horreurl" For a 
moment, and but lor a moment, Iho result 
seemed uncertain. But Batty's tremendous 
strength and coolness availed even in this 
nearly fatal hour. Struggling, be arose, and 
wounded, bleeding, as he was, dashing his 
principal antagonist lo thu farther comer of 
the cage. Seizing his whip he struck the 
lion n blow in the faco that made him wince 
and lallor. The latter dure not defend him- 
self, and Batty, still tho master of his savage 
and rebellons domain, gave one stern glance 
to sutisly himself that peace had been restor- 
ed, and retired lrom iho scone. His wounds 
wore severe, and nothing but his own indom- 
itable energy saved his life. To those who 
looked upon that mortal struggle, (bat deadly 
embrace of raying, growling, griplnfj mon- 
sters, who maddened by tho taste of blood 
and the memory of past wrongs, seemed to 
hold iheir tyrant iu their toils, like Lacooon 
in the grasp of the serpents, but osa result 
appoared possible, and it wus with heartfelt 
sighs of reliol and entnasiaHtio ultras that But- 
ty was seen lo emerge lrom the contest still a 
man, and holding his own us of old. Pluckly 
to Ihe 



they havo made upon it. Strange as it may 
appear, since the illness of thuir master, tho 
lions seem to miss him, and long lor his re- 
turn. Thoy ure melancholy and restless. 
They pace ihu floor of iheir cage to and fro 
as il seeking something thoy could not find. 
Aa the usual hour of iheir exhibition thoy aro 
more agitated lhan cvor. It is said they also 
feel iho want of tho loud applause with which 
thoy havo always been received, like many 
other great actors and publio performors. 

HIS HISTOR/. 

Batty is now 30 years of age. He is an 
American by birlh, but early left tbe United 
Stales lo enter the service of his uncle, who 
for a long time was the principal manager of 
Asley's Amphi thoalre in London. From 
his earliat years ho had a strango affection for 
wild auimuls. He would enter their cage 
without fear, and his influence over them was 
such that tho boldest could not withstand it. 
They seemed fasciuated by tho powerful 
glance ol bis piercing oyes. His father was 
frightened at the peculiar and dangerous 
proclivities ol his son, and did his best to 
restrain bun, but without effect. Throats 
and blows were alike unavailing, and at 
length Daily fled to Ahiua lo avoid the harsh 
treatment to which he was exposed. There 
for years bo led u wild and soiuary life, and 
wandered lrom loiest lo forest, and from ono 
savage tribe to another. He deeds of intre- 
pidity were incredible iu their audacity and 
the rude sympathies ol his reslless and un- 
tamed nature found abundant gratification. 

Among the wild boasts of Altica he wob 
perfectly al home, and he left thorn with re- 
gret. Some two or three years ago ho mado 
his appearance in Paris, that great caravan* 
serai ol the world, and ho and his lions were 
received with unbounded applause. His 
mu-jcular development is wonderful, and in 
strength and agility he almost equals the 
monsters with which so much of his hie has 
tieen spent. He can run like a fawn, and 
leap like a leopard, and often it bus been 
his loriuiio to Btruggle lor his life, as ho has 
just done, lace to lace, and shoulder lo shoul- 
der, and often has ho gained the victory by 
sheer lorco of muscle, lo spite of tho severe 
ity aud painhiluess of his wounds, Bally 
would not see a physician.
